INFORMATION FOR STATE 
ACADEMIC TEAM 

What is the All State Academic 
Team program? 

The All USA Academic Team 
program lias now been 
extended to I he state level in 
Alabama. Every Alabama 
community college will have 
two members named to the All 
State Academic Team. These 
state nominees will be featured 
in THE MONTGOMERY 
ADVERTISER and other state 
publications. In addition, these 
winners may possibly be named 
to the All USA Academic First. 
Second, or Third Teams. The 
All USA Academic teams will be 
featured in USA TODAY. In 
! 994. Shelton s Jackie Fazeli 
was named to the All USA 
Academic Second Team! All of 
tlie state winners receive cash 
scholarships! 

The purpose of this program is 
to recognize scholarly 
achievements of students 
enrolled in community, 
technical, and junior colleges. 
For the purpose of this award. 
‘'scholar' 1 is defined as someone 
who excels in the classroom, 
shows evidence of substantial 
development of talents in 
academic and technical 
education, and demonstrates an 
ability to share this 
development with others. In 
addition to recognizing 
outstanding students. this 
program serves as a wonderful 
public relations tool for all 
community colleges. 

To be eligible for nomination, a 
student must be currently 
enrolled in an AACC member 
institution and should expect to 
be enrolled at that same college 
through December, 1996. (For 
Shelton, this simply means that 



the student should be enrolled 
during the 1996 Fall Semester. ) 
The student should expect to 
graduate between September 1 . 
1996 and August 31, 1997, 
The nominee must have 
completed at least 12 semester 
hours in pursuit of an AA. AS, 
or AAS degree prior to being 
nominated. This means that 
any course work taken during 
this semester would not be 
considered in the 12 hour 
minimum. In addition, the 
student must currently have a 
cumulative grade point average 
of not less than 3.25 out of a 
possible 4.0 in all credit work 
taken at SSCC. 

If you nominate a student, 
please be willing to serve as a 
mentor to aid and encourage 
this student. The application 
form is several pages long and 
includes an essay component. 
Without your guidance and 
support, students might not 
“put their best Toot forward" 
when they fill out the 
application form. Application 
forms arc available in the 
counseling centers at the New 
Campus and the Sky land 
Campus, and the main office at 
the Fredd Campus. 

All completed applications must 
be turned in to Dean Lee’s office 
by 9 a.m. on November 6.

AWRETC UPDATE 

A number of people 
have asked about the status of 
the water and wastewater 
training programs and the 
Alabama Water Resource and 
Environmental Training Center 
(AWRETC) in Moundville. 
Shelton State Community 
College has played an important 
role in providing instruction to 
water and wastewater operators 
since 1980. With the wide 
dispersion of operators around 
the state, our training delivery 
system must be flexible to meet 
the diverse needs of operators 
across the state. 

Within the State of 
Alabama, there are over 600 
public water systems ranging in 
size from 30 to 176,000 
customers. There are about 
200 public wastewater systems. 
Both water and wastewater 
systems are regulated by the 
Alabama Department of 
Environmental Management 
(ADEM). Operating these public 
systems are about 1.850 water 
operators and 850 wastewater 
operators. 

Proper operation of 
water and wastewater 
treatment systems is the single 
most important factor ensuring 
the public health of the citizens 
of Alabama. It is the 
responsibility of water and 
wastewater operators to 
safeguard the public water 
supply. Qualified operators 
must be certified through 
education, training, and 
successful completion of a 
written exam. 

To meet this challenge, 
we are currently re-evaluating 
our training delivery system to 
take advantage of new 
technology that will help us 
make operator training more 



accessible and affordable. The 
re-evaluation process that is 
currently underway is broad 
based and includes an 
evaluation of CD-ROM and 
video technology for 
independent study and 
continuing education, use ot the 
INTERNET, contract training 
through the Center for 
Advanced Productivity (CAP), 
and team teaching through our 
Science Division. Our goal is to 
find an affordable wav to deliver 
training to a varied customer 
population. 

As the new training 
deliven 7 system takes shape, we 
are excited about the many new 
options available through new 
technologies to meet the 
training needs of water and 
wastewater operators. The 
Water Center will continue to 
be a resource for the delivery of 
water and wastewater training.
